The Letter must indicate the differences between the claims as filed and the claims as amended. It must, in 
particular, indicate, in connection with each claim appearing in the international application (it being understood 
that identical indications concerning several claims may be giuupwi), whether 

(i) the claim is unchanged; 

(ii) the claim is cancelled; 
(ui) the claim is new; 

(iv) the claim replaces one or more claims as filed; 

(v) the claim is the result of the division of a claim as filed 

The following examples illustrate the manner in which amendments must be explained in the accompanying 
letter: 

1. [Where originally there were 48 claims and after amendment of some claims there are 51}: 
"Claims 1 to 29, 3L, 32, 34, 35, 37 to 48 replaced by amended claims bearing the same numbers; 
claims 30, 3^ and 36 unchanged; new claims 49 to 51 added." 

2. [When; originally there were 15 claims and after amendment of all claims there are 11]:

It may not contain any disparaging comments on the international search report or the relevance of citations 
contained in that report Reference to citations, relevant to a given claim, contained in the intemarionaJ search 
report may be made only in connection with an amendment of that claim
